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Idid not remember, that ever the Devil did cure any 
Difeafes; no not when his Glory was concerned in it; as 


_ in the Magicians of Pharaoh, upon whom the Boy! was, 


Exod.9.t1. wherein youcannot object any particular 
interpofition of God, any morethen in the other acci- 
dents, whereby the Magicians were fuffered to try theit 
skillagainft Mofes. I knew, the Devil went about 


feeking whom he might deftroy; that he plagued 706 


with Botches: but where are the Examples of his Cures, 
or when did he ever do any Good, and afcribe the glo- 
ry unto God? 

I reflected upon the Performances of King Pyrrhus, 
who-cured Difeafes with his Finger: fo did Vefpafan 
cure two by touching them, as Tacétws and Suctonius 
avow: fo the Kings of England, and, fome years after 
them, the Kings of France have not been doubted ge- 
nerally to curethe Kings-Evill. Queen Elizabeth did, 
for fome time, difcontinae,the Touching for the Kings 
Evil, doubting either the Succels, or Lawfulneffe of 
that way of Curing. But She foon quitted that Fitt of 
Puritanifine, when the Papifts detamed her, asif God 
had withdrawn from her the gift of Healing in that 
manner, becanfe fhe had withdrawn her felf from the 
Roman Church. There are fome who think, that God 
hath beftowed upon all Kings fome fuch Character: or 
Gift,to fhew,how particularly he 1s concerned for them, 
and differencech them from other men; but they know 


From thefe cogitations I defcended to the dle xicaci, 
Salutatores , or Benfedevios, of which the Roman Ca- 
fuifts and Phyficians fpeak much: I muft referre you

Having thefe grounds to con- 
i firme me in the manner Medicaments may operate , 
tidpmethinks I can as eafily comprehend that there may 
‘i be a Medicament (and whether that bea Man, or a 
bed Stone, or a Plant, it is all one) which may invigorate 
the blood and fpirits fo as to continue that work of 
Circulating, Depurating, and Sanguifying, as before 
f the oppreffion they did: provided there be no eflen. 
of tiall diftemper contracted, but that Nature be op- 
(oll preffed onely, not deftroyed wholly, or in part: for fo 
A farreas Nature is mutilated and deftroyed,, the repara- 
tion of thae effenciall damage is poffible onely to 
ww God,or fuch as he hath-obliged in a more eminent man- 
4 ner then M® Greatarick pretends unto. This laft ima- 
f ination of mine cannot feem more irrationall to any 
: man, then the Learned’ft men of the laft Age both Di-

I {aw him Stroke a man fora great and fetled paige 
in sis left Shoulder, which rendered his arme ufeleffe: 


upon his ftroking it the paine removed inftantly into 


the end of the mufculus Deltodes : being Stroked 
there, it returned to the Shoulder again: thence (upon 
afecond Stroking) it flew to the Elbow, thence to his 
Writ, thence to his Shoulder again; and thence to his 
Fingers, whence ic went out upon his laft ftroking, fo 
as that he movedhis Arme vigoroufly every way. I 
asked M: Greaterick about the Courfes, pains, and di- 
feafes took, to go cut of the Body: he told me, he 
could not tell what courfe any pain or Difeafe would

How Nature may caufe chofe irregular motions 
of pains backward and forward {hall be my next enqui- 
ry. Where boldand commanding Medicines are not 
made ufe of , itis Nature, not Phyfique that cures Di 
feafe: weare but Servants to. Nature, to remove im- 

pediments,, 
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Padiments , or ftrengthen her chat the may effed the 
Work: upon this account it was chac the Ancient Phy- 
icians were fo cautious to diftinguith the times of Die 

feafes,- and to inftrué& Praétitioners what they were to 
do at the feverall times, when to moderate the dan: 
getous fymptomes, when to Purge by Stoole or Urine: 
they were to attend unto Concoction, and not to med- 
dle much before except in cafe of Turgency. When 
they proceeded thus warily, there were feverall Tranfla. 
tions or removals of Difeafes and paines (uerepii'oze 4 we- 
sestlvers & uereCona! véowv) Which are now f{carce obfervable 
by reafon of the Minoratives, the Purges; the Vo- 
mits, and other Phyfique which is given, not becaufe ie 
is beft, but becaufeinfafhion. In thofe times when 
Nature was fo left to her felf, I obferve feverall Tranfs 
lations or removeals of Difeafes which came into my 
mind when I faw the effects of M: Greataricks Stro- 
Kings Hippocrates in his Epidem: 1. 6+ part.3. §, 34: 
tells us that che Gout ceafeth if a man fall into the Co- 
lique, and tha fit of the Colique abates as his Gout 
encreafeth. - Thus Nature removeth the paine. So 
in his Aphorifmes he tells us that long Feavers Ter- 
minate in {wellings and pains of the Joynts. And 
ellewhere, That 4 Dyfentery [uppreffed creates an A po- 
ficmation inthe Side, Bowels, or foynts. That [wellings 
of the Spleen and Bowels, or inflamations thereof, fre- 
guently terminate in foynt-ache:. So Quartaneeagues 
often Terminate inthe Gout. It were infinite torelate 
out.of Hippocrates the Tranflations and removals. of 
paine which he relates, viz, of Coughs, and Afthmas, 

falling into the Joyats, and Teflicles: of Ulcers and 
outward 
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outward diftempers which have removed into the Head 
and Bowels. All the Prognofticks illuftrate this : nor 
can any man be ignorant of the tranflations of Humours 
and paines from noble toignoble parts, and from ig- 
noble to nobleiones, nor of the alteration of diftem- 
pers upon fuch tranflation of the Morbifique Matter, 
as of Afthmas and-CGoughs turning tothe Gout, or 
Tumour of the Tefticles: of Agues turning into pains 
in the Joyntss of Feavours ending in aParotis, or 
other abfceffus.

Thefe Confiderations made me think that God had

To the firtt lanfwer s That it is noe unufuall for Na- 
ture to difcharge her felf of Heterogeneous Ferments 
by infenfible Tranfpiration , as well as Apoftemes, 
Sweat, Diarrhza, and Urine: fo the Mefels are cured : 
{o many Crude and hard Tumours: and inthis Plague 
few (wellings broke, yet were they cured, Noor isit to’ 
be faid, chat che matter occafioning thofe Tumours was 
difcufled fo as to be reimbibed in the blood againe : for 
in the Plague the recurfes ofthe Peftilentiall Ferment 
ere Mortall: and fuch as took Powders and Antidotes 
gently promoting a Diaphorelis, (not fweat) efcaped : 
they who did not , dyed with thofe Bubones. Ic is 
an eftect of prejudice occafioned by the contemplati- | 
on of che ufuall effe@s of Nature, andnot of Rea. fiti!

. Wehat humour. Nature dealing therein juft as fhe does

pen upon a fright, a touch of cold Water, or a pinch: 
Uthat Tumours fhould in an inftant imbody to a great 
it bulke :. that in fuch as are Planet-ftruck (or faid to be 
vf fo) all or-any of their Limbs fhould be taken away : 
nig thefe are fuch events (that if we could not alleadge A- 
wi mulets and outward applications to produce a fuddain 
‘ Halreration for thebetter ) would make it feem credible 
“that there may be as powerfull means for mans Recove- 
ry.as his Sicknefle. 1 forbear to mention the fuddain 
effects of Sleep and Waking, Freezing and Thawing: or 
of Heat and Cold all which would illuftrate the fud- 
daine and powerfull motions of Nature.

Parts: and do not youthink agreat part of our work 
were done, could M' Greaterick’s miraculous Touch 
remove (or put into motion) thofe Humours we can- 
not repel, or ftitrre? Let us, Sir, be juft and inge- 
nious; and confefle that this Antichri(t of Phyficians 
may be of the greateft fervice to them in the World, 
if they preferre the recovery--of their Patients before 
theirCredit, or Rules of Art. Rera non fant artis.

intoit. If this do not convince you, the Difcourfes 
of Sympatherique Cures may do-it : efpecially an Ob- 
fervation of Panarolus, may convince you that fuch 
fteemes (as vapours) may effe@ its which is the reafon 
why I affigne nocone Ferment to him, but think there 
may be more: which yet may not produce their. effects 
in every cafe, nor exere their influences inall cafes no 
more then the Menftruum upon a difagreable occafion 
produce all its effects. This needs not to be illuftrared 
to you, 

I think I have now rendered you a tolerable account 
of this Miraculous man, of whom I dare make that 
Proclamation which a Roman Emperour did upon the 
occafion of the Lwdi feculares,or {ports celebrated once 
fa an hundred years.

Though 1 have alrea- 
dy too much caufe not toentermeddie with Divinity,

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or cafes ofConfcience any more, yet I-cannot but take 
notice of their’ Principall Obje@ion : for to fay that 
Miracles are ceafedis a groundleffe folly, if not a difin- 
genuous impudence in giving the Lye to feveral Hifto. 
ries of various Religions. 

They fay , Whatfoever ws not of Faith is Sinne: thatie 
being impoffible for them to be convinced, that this 
man works by the immediate gift ot God; they can- 
not repaire to him left they be found to repaire toa 
delufion of the Devil. But I reply, That the Prin» 
ciple of doing nothing that is not of Faith, is fufficienr- 
ly invalidated by M: Hooker in his Church- Policy: and 
it is a Principle hath occafioned fo much of Troubles in 
our Scate,thae I wonder it isnot layd afide. In catoral 
Philofophy (which is noe eftablithed on demonftrations} 
and Phyfique I am fure it will put us all to confufions 
for who knowes che efficacy of things Naturall ? how 
Purges and Vomits ¢c. do worke? Nay, who 
Knowes whether fecond caufes have any effect, but thae 
God doth operate ad prefentiam caufarum [ecundarum? 
as the admirable Durandas held. And may not the 
Divel do fo? How thall this be reduced to Faith? 
Jam fure, and have feen things afcribed to the Divel, 
that it tsnow confefled have another Original!. Did 
all thar came to Chriff, believe inhim ? you know the 
ttory of the tenne Lepers: if to come to Chrift, were 
not to believe in him further then that they thought 
he could Cure, fince they fawhim Cure, how is it in 
M* Greataricks ?
